Condition of the Sugar Industry. 
Guiana Likely to Prosper by the 
Calamity—It» Bemonrces. 
In the rush of events following the 


first eruption of Mont Pelee the effect 


u dlsii&tcr will Iiavc on commerce has 


not been clearly explained, says the 
New York Commercial Advertiser. Of 
his Baron de FontenilMat, the French 
nobleman who BO miraculously es- 
caped from the Fort de France horror, 
told at the Hotel Manhattan, in New 
York, the other day: 


"This eruption," said the baron, "will 


be the last straw that breaks the back 
of a large part of the West Indian 
irade. For many years now the sugar 
ndustry not only in Martinique, but i% 
dangerous Guadeloupe, in Antigua, St. 
Croix, St Lucia, St. Thomas, the Bar- 
bados—in fact, a great part of the Dan- 
ish, British and French West Indies- 
has been very languid. The beet sugar 
success in France and the United 
States has far outruu it It seemed to 
many that it was dying a natural 
death. Of course the moral effect of 
this disaster will be but to keep people 
away from these islands (Guadeloupe, 
for' instance, has a volcano always 
smoking). Planters will not go there. 
St Thomas, as you know, has planted 
no crops this year. Kot daring to com- 
pete with France and the United 
States, the planters have held back 
their sugar, waiting for the purchase 
to take effect, when all their goods will 
be admitted free. An exodus from these 
islands has already started, and I doubt 
very much if the blow to commerce is 
not a deathblow. The negroes, too, are 
ludicrously superstitious and timid, and 
they will flee. At any rate, the soil of 
these islands, unlike that of fortunate 
Cuba and Porto Rico, will not pro- 
duce everything. Sugar was almosl 
dead. Wood might be produced, but 
that will take six years,' and not very 
many will have the heart to start it 
So there you are. 


"French Guiana, which is very near 


the islands, will be the haven of many 
refugees. For many years now many 
of the negroes of Martinique have gone 
there for four months out of the year, 
have got enough by what you may 
call scarecrow prospecting to keep 
them for the rest of the year and have 
then returned to the island metropolis 
to eat and drink it up. So this will be 
the point they will make for. French 
Guiana has an immense penal settle- 
ment The prison is right on the water 
and it is rather ghastly to see th 
schools of sharks hovering around for 
the chance carcass of a prisoner wb< 
may be thrown them. At the sound o: 
the death bell they come swimming 
in just as dogs do when they are called 
by whistle. With the increase in popu 
lation enterprise and industry may 
spring up in Guiana. I doa't know, 
hope so, for you see I am interested 
The government knows its wealth, bu 
there is no capital. It is a curiou 
place, a great tangle land much of H 
On the shore is a strip of land on whic] 
you can raise a luxuriant first crop, bu 
after that never a one. The soil is only 
a few inches deep and is really ab 
sorbed. Back of the plain are the im 
penetrable mountains, with rivers cut 
ting in them. Up these rivers th 
negroes paddle for days and then pros

MOHAMMEDANS AT PRAYER 


They Alwaya Respond When tbe 


Voice of 45ie Muezzin Calls. 


The Mohammedan begins his prayer 


standing, with his hands outspread 
»nd his thumbs touching-the lobes of 
his ears. In this position he repeats 
certain passages from the Koran, then 
brings his hands down to his girdle, 
folds them and recites several oilier 
passages from the same book. Next he 
bends forward, rests both hands upon 
his knees and repeats three times witb 
bowed bead the formula of prayer to 
God, the most great Then he rises and 
cries, "Allah bu akbar!" (God is great) 
sixteen times. 


He then drops forward until his fore- 


head touches the ground between his 
extended hands. He strikes his head 
upon the floor at least three times, pro- 
claiming his humility, and often a doz- 
en and sometimes twenty times the act 
Will be repeated, according to his de- 
sire to show humility and repentance 
He then returns to his knees and, set- 
tling back upon his heels, repeats a 
ritual. Next, arising to his feet be 
holds his hands and concludes the 
prayer, repeating over and again the 
words, "There is no god but God, and 
Mohammed is his prophet." 


This may be repeated once or a dozen 


or forty times, according to the jMcty 
of the woishiper, and he holds a string 
of beads in his bands to keep tally, nis 
obligations are then accomplished, but 
he can go through tbe same ritual, 
again as many times as he likes. The 
more frequently he does so the better 
Moslem he is. His piety is measured 
by the number of times he repeats his 
prayers, and, like the Pharisees of the 
Scriptures, he- praj s in public places. 
No matter where he happens to be or 
by whom be is surrounded, whether at 
labor in the fields or selling goods in 
bis shop or however he may be em- 
ployed,- the Mussulman never forgets 
to pray when tbe voice of the mnezzin 
reminds him that the hour for devotion 
has arrived.

STAGE LIFE TEN YEARS. 


few drop of Minor Actors Harvested 


Every Decade. 


A new crop of stase people is har- 


vested in the United States every ten 
years. Each decade mai-ks the begin- 
ning of a new epoch in theatrical his- 
tory. 


This fact does not apply so nptly to 


stars ana stage people who dominate 
11 the profession, for the life of these, 
so far as the public is concerned, is 
usually somewhat longer. But witb the 
rank and file—those who never rise 
ilgher than the le%cl of minor roles- 
ten years is about the limit of eudur- 
ince. After having served befoic the 
public for that length of time •« ithout 
doing anything sufficiently meritorious 
or novel to attract urmsunl attention 
he actor or actress, as a rule, passes 
away in so far as the profession is 
concerned, and a nov,- crop is hancst- 
ed among the many anxious recruits 
on the waiting list to fill the depleted 
ranks. 


Men who deal In the talents of stage 


>eople to the extent of reaping finan- 
cial return from their labors are better 
qualified to "size up" the situation 
han .others, and their experience 
:eaches that fe-.v oiclmary people of 
he theatrical profession remain longer 
han ten years in the business. They 
cither 
achieve 
distinction—although 


.his is the exception rather tban the j 
rule—or else drop into other lines after 
laving been convinced by experience 
hat the stage, so far as they are di-1 
reetly concerned, offers practically no I 
opportunity for advancement. -For this 
reason the rank and file of the profes- 
sion is constantly changing, "and the 
popular idea "once nn actor always an 
ictor" is easily disproved.—Chicago 
Tribune.

In fireworks, as i 
other things, America leads the work 
but the Chinaman is the best copie 
once the model has been set. 
All th 


American firecrackers are made b 
machinery almost as complex and pen 
feet as the machine wii.ch swallow 
tree trunks and turns out boxed tooth 
picks. And yet, despite the labor sa\ 
ing economy of the machine, America 
firecrackers of the cheapest kind cos 
one-third of a cent apiece lelail, whil 
Chinese crackeis can be sent ticras 
the seas, contributing upon their en 
trance to the United States to the ex 
pense cf maintaining the national go\ 
eminent, and sold for one-seventieth o 
a cent. 


These seventy-for a cent firecracker 


are the newest things in their line 
They are about a half inch long ant 
an efghth thick, but are all handmade 
The cylinder of papei* the string fuse 
the plug of clay at one end and th 
secure tie at the other— all have been 
arranged by Chinese lingers. 
Th 


child who pays his penny for seventj 
of them pays out of that penny th 
profit of the retailer, the profit of tin 
jobber, the profit of the importing bro 
ker, tfte customs duty, ad valorem and 
specific; the pi-ofit of the steamship 
company, the profit -of the manufnc 
tui er, and finally the wages of the LC- 
ploj ee. The Chinaman who makes th 
crackers secures about one-eighth o 
the penny the child paid. 


Chinese crackers run from the afore 


mentioned "baby" to the common 
"rnandann" cracker. 
This year, for 


the first time, there is offered a com 
plete bunch of mandarins, sixteen in 
number, for a cent. All the crackers 
are united by a fuse, which sets oC 
one immediately after the other, and 
the continued crackle of the cracker, 
hitherto only tbe privileged enjoymenl 
of the man who invested 5 or 10 cents, 
can now be enjoyed by the child with 
his penny. 


American crackers this year, in Pcnn 


sylvania at least, contain only black 
gunpowder. Previously chloride of pot 
ash and dynamite were used, but these 
explosives are now prohibited. Amer- 
ican crackers are confined within the 
price of extremes of one third and 2o 
cents apiece. 
Their most expensive 


form is in a string. A leading dealer 
ofiers a string of 50,000 large crackers, 
twenty feet long and requiring twenty 
minutes to explode, for $40. 


The newest explosive is a lozenge 


shaped torpedo about the size of a pep- 
permint diop, green in color and of un- 
certain ingredients. If trod on, it sim- 
ply ignites and puffs; if a flame is ap 
plied. It burns sputteringly, but when 
It is laid on metal and exploded by the 
percussion of other metal it makes a 
terrific noise. Intended to be laid on 
^treet car tracks, the torpedo will ex 
"plode with the report of a ten pounder, 
and if there be dust about a Winding 
cloud will be thrown into the air. 


This torpedo Is also made in the size 


of a pea for explosion at the end of an 
iron tipped cane. It Is very cheap. A 
can and fifty torpedoes neatly packed 
In a pillbox are offered for 5 ceTits. It 
is believed that the torpedo will sup- 
plant blank cartridges 


The common penny American crack- 


er Is offered in a variety of forms, so 
that the savage joy of destruction may 
be Bad. The cracker, for instance, be- 
comes the chimney of a cardboard 
"house that Jack built" Its explosion 
makes fuzz of the house. Again, It is 
used as the smokestack of n Spanish 
ironclad or is mounted ns n cannon on 
a cardboard carriage. This year's par- 
ticular novelty, however, Is a paper 
representation of a dusky damsel mak- 
ing "googoo" eyes.

BEST SHOT IN LUZON. 


Startliae Incident of the War In the 


Philippines. 


Private Cadotte of the Third United 


States infantry, on. service in the Phil- 
ippines, sends the folio-wing "yarn" to 
Collier's Weekly. He says the noto- 
rious Filipinp officer General Llanera 
told it to him: 


"After the terrible fight between Ma- 


nila and Caloocan, while we \vere yet 
gathering our scattered forces in order 
to man the trenches of Polo and Mala- 
bon. we gradually got over the 'effect'

President Roosevelt ia the horseback 
rides and the lono- walk's to wii'c-i) iio 
is devoted carries constantly in hi 
hip pocket the revolver which he use 
at San Juan, says the Washington cor 
respondent of the New York Work 
The weapon is of Coifs munufactur 
and is a .38 caliber, regulation arm} 
.style. The cartridges with which it i 
loaded come from the ordnance bureau 


Sometimes when the president i 


away out on the borders of tlfe Distric 
he practices popping at trees. The re 
volver is always where he can get i 
in an instant, aud he is so familia 
wfth its use that should the occasion 
arise it -would have to be an exper 
assailant who could get the "drop" on 
him. The president wears a loose coa 
•when he goes riding and walking, and 
there is not even a bulge to disclos< 
the revolver's whereabouts. 


The procedure when the president 


goes for a ride is exactly the same 
each day. He leaves the White House 
by the side door. Ills horse is there, a; 
is also that of his orderly, Sergean 
McDonald of the regular army, who is 
one of the hardest riding cavalrymen 
in the service and is the best pisto 
shot in the army. McDonald has two 
revolvers. 
He rides a horse like i 


centaur. It is his business to be jus1 
behind the president, whether Blei 
stein, the president's saddle horse, is 
moving at a wild run or at a slow trot 
He is always there. The president ha 
been able to lose detectives and secret 
service men and bicycle policemen, but 
he has never yet been able to lose Mc- 
Donald. When they get on the country 
roads, they cut loose, and the two bicy- 
cle policemen who always follow are 
left pedaling along in a cloud of dust, 
sometimes a good ways In the rear. 


The president's practice of carrying n 


revolver is due to his perfect knowl- 
edge of the necessity for preparing for 
any contingency and his dislike for ex- 
cessive guarding. He could not for 
physical reasons relinquish his exer 
cise, and it was embarrassing and un- 
satisfactory to take it in the middle of 
a cordon of guards. So he decided to be 
his own guard. He knew what he could 
do with a revolver. He is not afraid of 
man or beast. He preferred the .38 
caliber Colt and bis own quickness on 
the trigger to any defense that a great 
crowd -of secret service officials could 
afford him. 


In addition to his revolver protection 


tie called in Professor O'Brien of Bos 
ton and took a course in Jiu Jitsu, the 
Japanese method of self defense. He 
learned how to grasp an, assailant's 
arm and break it before any hnrm 
could come to him. He learned how to 
seize a man by tie coat collar and 
irow him over his head. 


In addition to this he boxes and 


•vrrcstles. He is handicapped by bad 
eyesight in a sparring match, but is tre- 
mendously strong and very quick. He 
would prove a dangerous customer IE 
a rough and tumble fight until his eye 


lasses fell off, and by that time he 


would undoubtedly have his revolver in

action. All this preparation is based on 
he assumption that sorne.day a crazy 
mon or an anarchist might attack the 
president. 


So far as known no president save 


Roosevelt since the war bas carried a 
e^olver as a regular part of his equip- 
ment. President Roosevelt's habit of 
ife makes the practice almost impera- 
ive. He bas reached that age wherj 
'illy the most vigorous exercise will 
cecp down an accumulation of flesh, 
f the president should stop exercis- 
ng a'nd spend bis entire time at hb 
desk, he would weigh 225 pounds wiih- 
n six months, for he has a voracious 
ppetite and eats with a keen enjoy- 
ment of bis food. 
His whole life is 


juilt on the plan of getting each day 
n hour or two hours of exercise in 
vhich every muscle can be brought 
nto play. 
He never misses an opportunity. 


When he is on his special car, he has a 
ystern of gymnastics that keeps him in 
rim. 
He does not apprehend that he 


vill e\cr be called upon to use his re- 
olver. He has not the slightest fear j 
t such an event, but he believes in 
recaution, and he is always ready. 
President Roosevelt's habit of going 
nto higbwcys and byways, afoot or on 
horseback, made Jt imperative that he 
should have" adequate protection. Dur- 
ing his first expeditions after he came 
to Washington he was literally sur- 
rounded with men. While he realized 
how necessary it was that he should be 
guarded from any possible attempt on 
his life, he protested against being the 
center of a corps of sleuths every tune 
he appeared in public. 


"I can take care of myself," he said 


vigorously. 


The government officials did not 


doubt this, but the bitter lesson of the 
Buffalo exposition was too fresh in 
their mind to allow any relaxation.

It was seldou 
seen trailing its length along the road 
ways and lying in the dust, viper fash 
ion.

thug and the sandbagger. Seat your- 
self upon a harmless looking cushior 
of deed leaves if you please, and out 
from under it, like a lightning fla.=h 
would leap the triangular, blunt noset 
head and needle fangs of this snake. 


If in riding along the roads of Mar- 


tinique your horse should come to a 
sudden halt and refuse to proceed even 
under whip and spur, be sure that a 
fer-de-lance is near. You may halt ant 
look for it in vain. The roadway is 
clear. 
Only one tree stands near it 


with a projecting limb over the path, 
from which sprouts a dense parasitic 
plant only a foot in diameter. Vet in 
that parasite is huddled the lire lance 
ready to drop upon you, not as a snake 
would drop upon its prey, but for the 
purpose of brutal, premeditated mur- 
der. 


Once struck by the fer-de-lance aud 


your death Is only a question of a few 
moments. Whisky in -unlimited quan- 
tities may pull you through, but the 
chances are one in a hundred. Theie 
Is no known antidote for its bite. Jo 
sephine, the spouse of Napoleon and 
the empress of France, who was born 
in Martinique, was bitten by a fer de 
lance. Her life was only saved by her 
Faithful negro nurse, who applied her 
lips to the wound. 


COLONY FOR CAPE BOERS. 


W. D. Suyman Propose* to Establish 


One In the "West. 


As a result of the penalty which the 


Cape Colony Boers who assisted the 
Boers of the South African Republic 
and the Orange Free State may be 
called upon to pay by the terms of the 
peace agreement an effort 
may be 


made to find homes for some of them 
In the United States. W. D. Snyruan of 


'ape Colony, who fought with thi> 
Boers, having the rank of a comman- 
dant, so intimated the other night to a 
reporter of the New York Tribune. 


5Ir. Snyman came to this country a 
ear or more ago with his son and two 


other Boer officers and since that time 
ins been traveling through the United 
states speaking for the Boer cause. 
EEis property in Cape Colony having 
been destroyed and he being liable to 
ruprisonment for a term of from five 
:o ten years for the part he took in 
:he war, he said that he would try to 
bring his family to this country. 


"All the news I have before me," he 


continued, "is the report of Mr. Bal- 
bur's statement. If that is correct, it 
s evident that Great Britain has given 
he Boers in the Transvaal nearly all 
hey wanted. The colonial Boers are 
o be punished. I am a colonial Boer, 
horn a British subject, I am sorry to 
say, and am liable to imprisonment 
'or from five to ten years if thp terms 
.s published are correct.
